“After all, we're sending 
it to everybody and his dog 
for comment,’’ he remarked. 

In addition to expressing 
concern as to the possibility 
of defining ‘‘excessive how- 
ling,’’ Ald. Roger Ayotte 
suggested that the bylaw was 
a matter suitable for con- 
sideration by the Community 
Services Advisory Board, 
and moved that the draft be 
sent to the board for their 
perusal. The motion carried. 

The question of citizens 
apprehending dogs at large 
drew a response from Ald. 
Liesbeth Bakker. Mrs. Bak- 
ker said she felt this clause 
would encourage people to 
take the law into their own 
hands.

The St. Albert and District 
Chamber of Commerce re-

Commission moved briskly 
through its business Tuesday 
night, approving three re- 
quests for subdivision and 
one development. 

The major item of business 
concerned a proposal by 
Qualico Development Ltd. to 
build 118 condominium units 
on Alpine Boulevard in 
Akinsdale. The project is to 
be developed in two phases, 
each of which will be 
developed with densities un- 
der the city standard of 12 
units per acre. One phase 
will have an approximate 
density of 11.3 units per 
acre, with the other at 10.5. 

Guy Scott of Qualico told 
the commission that because 
of terms regarding mortgage 
financing in the new Plan- 
ning Act, it was necessary to 
subdivide the parcel for the 
two phases, to allow the 
company to develop the par- 
cels under separate title. Mr. 
Breadner inquired if the 
entire project would be 
governed by one condomin- 
ium association, to which 
Mr. Scott replied that this 
could be agreed to in the 
letter of intent. In later

Mr. Bread- 
ner also said he thought the 
city should express its con- 
cern that waste dust and 
flyash have a potential 
impact on the environment. 
He stated that he thought the 
city had insufficient in- 
formation to make an assess- 
ment of such an impact. He 


Park washroom 
vandalism discussed 


The constant and merci- 
less vandalism of Lions Park 
was once again discussed 
last night by a perplexed city 
council, in its committee of 
the whole. 

According to the report of 
the city manager, the public 
washrooms at the park are 
“unserviceable and beyond 
reasonable repair.’’ The re- 
port says complete replumb- 
ing and new fixtures are 
needed to make the facility 
functional, a repair job with 
an estimated price tag of 
$5,000. However, city staff 
has expressed a preference 
for replacement, rather than 
a repair of the washrooms, as 
a building more resistant to 
vandalism is required. In 
addition, it is felt that the 
washrooms should be locked 
up at dusk and re-opened 
each morning during the 
summer months when the 
park is used heavily. 

Ald. Barry Breadner sug- 
gested that the Lions Club 
might be interested in taking 
on the washroom facility as a 
while the city ex- 
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amined the feasibility of 
fencing and controlled acc- 
ess. 

Ald. Ayotte suggested that 
council first ascertain if there 
was a need for the wash- 
rooms, and Ald. Throndson 
answered with an emphatic 
**Yes!"’ 

Mayor Ronald Harvey told 
members of council that the 
Lions Club was ‘‘not too 
anxious’’ to take on the 
washroom problem as a 
project and commented that 
City Engineer Don Corrigan 
was ‘‘at his wits’ end" as 
what to do about the situa- 
tion. 

“Every night the fixtures 
are burned off. torn off,"’ 
said the mayor 

Ald. Throndson moved 
that the matter of vandalism 
in general be referred to the 
Community Services Advis- 
ory Board for discussion and 
report back to council. How- 
ever, this motion was with- 
drawn until city staff draw up 
the terms of reference of the 
CSAB investigation

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Provincial grant change will aid District 3 


Changes to the Declining 
Enrolment Grant formula to 
increase the scale of support 
for school districts, and to 
provide assistance in the 
year of actual decline of 
enrolment were announced 
June 8 by Education Minister 
Julian Koziak, speaking to 
school trustees in Banff. 

Changes to the formula 
provide: 

- eligibility following a one 
percent decline in student 
enrolment compared to 
2.45% under the previous 
plan; 

- full assistance in the year 
in which declines occur, 
eliminating the two year 
averaging provision now in 
effect; 

substantially increased 
rates of assistance for small 
school systems. 

For many small school 
systems, where even small 
enrolment drops have critical 
impacts on budgets, the new 
formula will double or triple 
previous allowances. 

St. Albert District 3 Sec- 
retary-treasurer, Ted Bald- 
win, reporting to the Board 
on the Banff convention, said 
the District stood to receive 
approximately $37,000 as a 
result of the change to the 
Declining Enrolment Grant 
formula although at this time 
no official word has been 
received'from the Depart- 
ment of Education. 

The Catholic School Dis- 
trict suffered a sharp decline 
in enrolment at St. Albert 
High when the Sturgeon 
School Division built Namao 
High School. 

Under the previous plan, 
one small district experien- 
ced a decline of 4.3% in one 
year but was ineligible for a 
grant because that loss was 
averaged with the previous 
years no-loss situation. Bas- 
ed on the announced chan- 
ges, the district would now 
be eligible for $23,400. 

Major beneficiaries under 
the revised provisions will be 
the Edmonton Public and 
Separate Districts which ex- 
perienced large enrolment 
losses in 1977. Edmonton 
Separate, which was not 
eligible for grants under the 
previous formula, is esti- 
mated to be eligible for 
approximately $148,000 for

the 1977-78 school year. 
Edmonton Public School 
District, for the same period, 
is estimated to be eligible for 
over $556,000 up from 
$296,000 estimated by the 
previous formula.

CAN ST. ALBERT WAIT FOR 
AN EAST BYPASS? 


The decisions made last week by the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commission that 127th 
Street north of 137th Avenue will not become a 
major arterial corridor - and that the east side of 
127th Street north of 137th Avenue will be 
zoned residential-commercial-industrial, has 
probably scuttied any hope for an east bypass 
of St. Albert in the foreseeable future. In fact, 
the area east of St. Albert is so badly planned, 
that any road the city and/or MD Sturgeon may 
wish to have built to the east to feed into 
Edmonton, with Edmonion’s blessing, is prac- 
tically impossible. 


MLA Jamison, representing both the city and 
the MD has taken the position for many years 
that roads - or at least right-of-way requirements 
- should come before zoning and development 
He did not have municipal backing and 
Campbell Industrial Park was purchased with no 
road accesses in sight. The St Albert Area 
Transportation study reports, that the population 
of St. Albert would have to be about 175,000 to 
warrant light rail extension from Edmonton to St. 
Albert. (ERPC Paper No. 12 “Transportation and 
Urban Growth).” 


St. Albert did oppose the ERPC decisions on 
127th Street, but the Commission is made up of 
elected officials from all municipalities in the 
greater Edmonton region, along with govern- 
ment resource people and planning staff, and 
St. Albert was out-voted. 


ERPC has done road studies for years and has 
recommended a “ring road” around Edmonton 
and also a northwest freeway or radial road. To 
date they are only lines on ERPC maps. 


Thus ERPC’s action last week dealt a 
disasterous blow to those members of council 
who have an east bypass as their number one 
priority. Present traffic congestion in Castle 
Downs, added to the 127th Street pian, puts the 
screws to east arterial corridors from St. Albert. 


Meanwhile, the situation on the Trail is due to 
worsen with the construction of 340 condomin- 
iums on the hotel property, 280 condo units on 
the new large shopping centre site, plus 
generation of more traffic when the shopping 
centre is opened. Gravel, sand and coal trucks 
from Villeneuve, Waugh and Starkey have no 
alternative route to St. Albert Trail. 


Council should quit playing petty politics with 
the MLA who did persuade the government to 
alleviate some traffic problems by taking over 
170th Street, 137th Avenue and 156 Street from 
MD Sturgeon and paving these routes to 
Edmonton. 


It ig no secret that Alderman Breadner, Shields, 
and Throndson are actively supporting former 
alderman Myrna Fyfe for MLA, and the name of 
that game is “make Jamison look bad.” As 
alderman, a more adult approach is needed. If 
the game playing goes on until the November 
nomination, alot of valuable time will be lost. 


No time should be lost by council in giving 
whole-hearted support to the MLA's efforts to 
get right-of-way acquired and plans in place for 
a west bypass of St. Albert to be ready by 1982. 
So far, the west route is not overly developed, 
an asset in acquiring land for roads. First step is 
a meeting with Alberta Housing and Business 
Development officials, arranged by the mayor for 
the purpose of acquiring industrial land 
(extension of Riel Drive) and right-of-way. No 
immediate capital outlay is needed by St. Albert, 
and the city can have five to fifteen years to sell 
the industrial land and pay the province.

Spring brings the battle of the bug 


Nothing is more frustra- 
ting to the owner of a lush 
garden haven than an inva- 
sion by insect pests. Within a 
short span of time, crawling 
and flying intruders can fade 
and wither leaves of trees, 
plants and vegetables, leav- 
ing the gardener with a 
barren yard after all his 
spring labours. 

However, there is a 
tendency to over-react at the 
first sight of such symptoms. 
Fading or withered leaves 
can be caused by factors 
other than insects, and 
District Agriculturist John 
Hladky warns gardeners not 
to begin spraying pesticides 
until sure that insects are the 
problem. 

Plants and trees should be 
checked for signs of infesta- 
tion, and the presence of 
bugs. If there is doubt as to 
the kind of insect pest 
present the gardener can 
take a good representative 
sample of the insect and 
damaged leaves and bring it 
to the District Agriculturist's 
office in Morinville. There it 
will be identified and a 
remedy prescribed. 

Mr. Hladky has received 
reports of tent caterpillars in 
nearby areas, particularly 
west of St. Albert, and 
advises the use of Malathion 
to arrest the infestation. He 
stresses however, that the 
gardener must follow the 
package instructions for the 
use of this or any chemical 
pesticide. 

Another reported intruder 
in local gardens is the aphid. 
These can sometimes be 
identified by a sticky ‘thon- 
eydew"’ substance that they 
deposit on the leaves. Aphids 
tend to attack the new 
growth on trees and plants. 
Again, Malathion is the best 
chemical solution to this 
problem. The leaf miner is 
another local pest, which 
attacks birch trees and lilacs, 
among others. The presence 
of the leaf miner on birch 
trees is indicated by leaves 
which turn yellow in patches. 
An application of Cygon 
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painted on the base of the 
tree can be used against this 
pest. Again, check the pack- 
age instructions before app- 
lication. 

Spruce trees in Alberta are 
not bothered much by the 
infamous Spruce Bud Worm. 
However, we have our own 
local enemy of spruce -- the 
Spruce Saw Fly. This nasty 


customer starts at the top of 
the tree and eats its way 
down. Owners of spruce are 
warned not to confuse a sow 
fly invasion with winterkill or 
winter drying. The latter 
result in brown patches in 
the spruce boughs which 
show up in spring. It can be 
partially avoided by watering 


the tree just prior to freeze- 
up. Checking out the pre- 
sence of other factors can 
prevent unnecessary spray- 
ing of chemicals. 

Anyone with inquiries as 
to garden pests can obtain 
information from the District 
Agriculturist's office in Mor- 
inville. 


Use your influence 
speaker tells handicapped 


A very successful meeting 
held in the Senior Citizen's 
Recreation Centre on Thurs- 
day, June 8, was the cul- 
mination of a lot of hard work 
done by the Steering Com- 
mittee since November of 
1977. A local association for 
the handicapped was for- 
med. 

Guest speaker Mrs. Flor- 
ence McKie of Edmonton 
reminded those present that 
the handicapped, like any 
other citizens are entitled to 
good medical care, education 
and the opportunity for full 
development. This should 
take place within the com- 
munity as much as possible. 

She also pointed out that 
as an Association there are 
three areas of influence that 
should be exploited: Public 
Power: through political ch- 
annels and through the use 
of the media. Personal 
Power: through the committ- 
ed use of human resources 
and careful planning. All 
time is precious including 
volunteer time used in or- 
ganizing, etc. Political Pow- 
er: involving all levels of 
government from civic thr- 
ough provincial to federal 
elected officials. Know who 
your school board members 
are, What platform does your 
MLA represent? What are 
your MP's priorities? Goy- 
ernment funding and grant 
structures sometimes have a 


political connotation. 

What are the immediate 
needs of citizens who are 
handicapped and the needs 
of their families? Trans- 
portation - something along 
the same lines as DATS of 
Edmonton is needed. Access 
to buildings, curbs, etc. limit 
access to many areas to 
persons in wheelchairs. Ba- 
bysitting or relief care for 
both physically and mentally 
handicapped children, and 
for families with a mentally 
handicapped adult living at 
home. Swimming for pre- 
school children who are 
mentally handicapped. Com- 
munity education for ‘‘Tr- 
ainable’’ mentally handicap- 
ped children. There are at 
present at least two eight 
year old children in this 
category and resident in St. 
Albert, who have no program 
at all. Why? Someone has 
decided they have a ‘‘be- 
haviour"’ problem and there- 
fore the parents must cope 
with it alone,

CANADA, UNITY AND YOU 


Your two correspondents are each represen- 
tative of our French and English founding 
cultures. They have spent some 25 years in as 
many foreign countries with those excruciating 
problems arising from politics, poverty and 
social adjustments which only too often result in 
revolution. 

When presenting our observations on our 
distant and beloved country, we know that we 
reflect the feelings of thousands of our 
compatriots who, like us, are engaged in diverse 
professional activities abroad. 

We are also fully conscious of the many 
regional, economic and cultural problems which 
tend to divide our nation, but we firmly believe 
that in reality Canada is not by any means a 
dying country. To the contrary, we are 
convinced that Canada is on the way to its own 
Renaissance. As distance does not allow us to 
participate directly in this awakening, we have 
wanted to make our contribution by sending this 
letter to the 950 English and French language 
newspapers in Canada. 

We simply refuse to believe that Canadians 
are less intelligent than other people. Surely 
Canadians realize that a united Canada is a 
strong Canada and that a divided Canada can 
only be a weak country which projects among 
its foreign friends and customers a feeling of 
skepticism, uncertainty and confusion. The 
disunity, of a country, of any country, only 
invites lack of respect abroad for that country. A 
divided Canada clearly risks being absorbed 
and disappearing completely in the big 
American melting pot. It is axiomatic that the 
unity of a country is intimately linked to its 
identity and image abroad. 

The common experience of your two 
correspondents demonstrates clearly and abun- 
dantly that acts of goodwill and joint efforts by 
the conflicting parties can only lead to a better 
mutual understanding and respect, even to 
friendship, with all the advantages this implies. 
How else could one explain the durable and 
numerous friendships that we ourselves have 
developed in so many countries speaking such 
different languages? 

It seems to us that the starting point towards 
unity is a real and drastic change of attitude 
towards languages and a simple appreciation 
and recognition of the advantages which the 
knowledge of languages carries in Canada or 
anywhere else. A second language is a 
recognized necessity for an educated and 
cultured person, most particularly when such 
languages are as universally used as are 
English and French. If the Chinese, the 
Russians, the Germans, the Americans to be 
sure, and many other nations had that same 
“linguistic” opportunity as have Canadians, you 
would see how quickly and efficiently they 
would exploit it to their very best advantage. 

It is a matter of meeting the challenge. Here 
are a few of the small and simple means within 
the reach of all of us: 

1. Post notices at appropriate places reading: 
“On parle francais” or “English spoken.” 

2. Write individually or collectively to your 
Editor, Member of Parliament, School Board (or 
all three) requesting that both English and 
French be effectively taught and used in the first 
grades of schools. Our famous Dr. Penfield has 
demonstrated that the ability to learn languages 
is greatest in young pupils. 

8. Organize and/or support interprovincial 
visits. 

4. Promote the 
teachers. 

5. Increase communication by organizing pen- 
pal clubs through newspapers or schools. 

We who live overseas have made a first 
gesture by writing this letter. It is up to you to 
ensure its success through your individual or 
collective efforts. When the stake is the survival 
of the country, nobody can refuse to answer the 
call or to make an effort. Long live Canada!

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Development of Red Willow Park 


Work will soon begin, along the 
banks of the Sturgeon River, to 
create a downtown park. 

The park, to be known as Red 
Willow Park, is a joint venture by 
the City of St. Albert and the 
Devonian Foundation. It stre- 
tches on both sides of the river 
from the railway trestle in the 
west (including Lions Park) east 
to include the recently started 
park east of the Highway 2 
bridge. 

The plan includes a foot bridge 
across the Sturgeon at a point 
north of the Senior Citizen 
Recreation Centre, a boat launch 
on the north bank, foot bridges 
over low lying areas and two 


parking lots also on the north“ 


side of the river. Bicycle paths 
and sidewalks will criss-cross 
the entire area and the soil 
berming will follow the river on 
both banks at the 1974 flood 
level. 

The park will retain many of 
the existing trees in addition to 
the several species to be added. 
These include Golden Willow, 
Paper Birch, Flowering Crab- 
apple, Shubert Cherry, Brandon 
Elm, Scots -Pine Red Berried 
Elder, Siberian Coral Dogwood, 
Golden Plum Elder, Mugo Pine 
and Juniper. There will also be 
flower and shrub beds. 

The section, on the eastern- 
most end of Red Willow, will give 
up its present barren look to 
become a beautifully treed sanc- 
tuary for passing tourists and 
area residents. City crews are 
presently laying the sod in this 
area and the first trees will soon 


be planted. 

The North West Mounted 
Police barracks came to be 
located in this area, through the 
efforts of the St. Albert and 
District Chamber of Commerce. 
The building is used as an 
information booth by the Mid- 
night Twilight Tourist Association, 
a group promoting tourism north of 
Edmonton. 

The Chamber was also instru- 
mental in initiating contact with the 
Devonian Foundation which to 
date has given the City $50,000 
of a $457,000 grant to develop a 
park in St. Albert's downtown 
core. 

The projected cost for the 
entire park has been set at 
$1,072,000 with work to be 
completed in two phases by 
December 1, 1980. - 

So far the City has spent 
$354,940 acquiring land for the 
park and another $59,758 de- 
veloping the area for a total of 
$414,698. 

The first phase of the area 
west of Perron Street is ex- 
pected to get underway in three 
weeks to a month time following 
approval of the Red Willow Park 
plan (above) by Alberta Environ- 
ment. The contractor has been 
lined up and is ready to start 
work on the concrete walkways 
as soon as the go-ahead is 
given. The footbridge over the 
Sturgeon River should be _ in 
place sometime this fall. 

The stretch along the south 
bank of the river from west of the 
Bruin Inn property, contains 
private property and road and 


lane allowances which may 
present a problem in consolida- 
ting City-owned parcels. City 
administration has recommen- 
ded the city not go ahead with 
consolidation at this time. 

The area immediately behind 
the Legion and RCMP buildings 
has attracted the attention of the 
St. Albert Chamber of Com- 
merce who would like to see it 
developed as a holiday trailer 
and camp spot along the lines 
originally planned by the Lions 
Club several years ago. The city, 
however, appears to prefer using 
a site next to the Rodeo 
Grounds on Riel Drive. Whatever

A new math program for in 
the first to fourth year, which 
uses no text books directly 
with the class texts are used 
only to prepare content was 
begun in Highwood School in 
Calgary in September, 1977.

a weak basis for under- 
standing math concepts. 
Students complained that 
math was difficult and they 
didn't like it, and median 
scores were 5 - 10% lower 
than reading scores for the 
same group. 

Teachers initiated the new 
program and enlisted the 
help - at least one parent at 
the school every day. At 
present every math lab class 
usually has four adults. The 
math teacher, regular class- 
room teacher, one parent and 
the full time math lab aide.

For each class the children 
are divided into small groups 
of four or five for plenty of 
individual attention. 

At the end of each day's 
work the students fillout a 
small slip of paper telling 
how they liked a given 
exercise, what they learned 
and how they can use the 
information elsewhere. 

‘At first some teachers 
were reluctant to teach 
without a text,’’ said math 
teacher Marilyn Harrison, 
‘but the results were so 
immediate, and so much 
better than we expected, that 
now they are as enthusiastic 
about the math lab as the 
kids ..."" 


EVALUATION 


Evaluation is an integral 
part of the program, since 
each pupil is allowed to 
progress at his own rate. 
Careful records are kept each 
year on each pupil using 
various tests, teacher's dia- 
ries, parent surveys and 
work samples. All students 
are tested when they come 
into the program and again 
at the end of three years. 
Results will be assembled 
and at final report submitted 
in June 1979,

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‘“Organ-izing”’ is massive chore! 


Increased enrolment in the 
organ degree program and 
extensive recital programs 
for public enjoyment are 
envisioned by Professor Kr- 
apf who came here from 
University of lowa last July 
to supervise the installation 
and teach in the department 
of music, 

His appointment followed 
the retirement of Dr. Hugh 
Bancroft. 

The organ, which reached 
the university after four 
years of planning and build- 
ing, is valued at $185,000. It 
was erected and tested in the 
shop in St. Hyacinthe and 
then dismantled and shipped 
by truck to the university. 

Convocation Hall, a gath- 
ering place for music lovers 
since the late 1950s, has 
been renovated to provide 
optimum acoustical and cl- 
imatic conditions for the 
two-ton organ which will rest 
ona steel girder platform, 
Two pedal towers, each in 
excess of 16 feetin height, 
will flank the instrument. 

Delicate tonal adjustments 
will be made during the 
summer and the inaugural 
recital will be given by 
Professor Krapf on October 
1. A series of dedication 
recitals, including one by 
European organist Arno 
Schonstedt, will follow, 

Professor Krapf and each 
succeeding organist will per- 
form on a freestanding and 
encased instrument. Its key 
action will be mechanical and 
its stop action electro-pneu- 
matic. From the three 
manual key desk the organist 
will control 36 speaking 
Stops. 

As a tracker-action organ, 
the distinguishing character- 
istic is that the connection of 
keys to pipe valves is 
mechanical rather than 
pneumatic or electric.

WHAT ORGANS ARE 
NEEDED? 


Eyes are in great demand 
for corneal transplants and 
other treatments for the 
blind. Kidneys are needed by 
many people who are now 
being kept alive by artificial 
means (dialysis) while wait- 
ing for a donor. 

An extract from the pit- 
uitary gland is used to 
stimulate the growth of 
children who lack the hor- 
mone necessary to promote 
normal growth and de- 
velopment. Since this hor- 
mone cannot be produced 
artificially, the only source is 
pituitary glands donated 
after death. The procedure 
does not noticeably disfigure 
the body as the gland is 
removed through the roof of 
the mouth. 

Middle ear drums, skin 
grafts for severe burn cases, 
heart muscle tissue, seg- 
ments of bone, whole bodies 
for research -- these and 
other organs are all needed 
now and others may be 
needed in the future as new 
transplant techniques are 
perfected.

But, if you have a donor 
consent card that alerts the 
police and medical personnel 
to your wishes, you have 
greatly increased your chan- 
ces of being able to con- 
tribute to the life of someone 
living after you.

Believe it or not, nobody has 
manufactured or perfected the 
“true” high fidelity system as yet. 
The search for the “golden fleece” 
led from one audio invention to 
another, and at the time of this 
writing, there are over two thou- 
sand manufacturers claiming to 
have designed the ultimate in 
fidelity equipment. 

However, it is relatively easy for 
the uninitiated to actually walk 
through and survive the hi fi 
jungle. The infallible path into the 
audio world is one’s absolute trust 
and belief in his own pair of ears. 
In other words, whatever sounds 
good to you, is good enough for 
you. You have to live with the 
equipment you purchased. None 
the less, a few words of advice is 
in order, if - only to safeguard your 
hard-earned dollar. 

1) Listen carefully to the equip- 
ment that you intend on buying -

does the treble sound harsh at 
loud listening levels? Do you hear 
more “rumble” than true bass?

2) If you live in an apartment, it 
is unwise to buy a high power unit. 
You will never be able to use the 
extra “juice” except if you relish 
the idea of an irate neighbour red- 
facedly pounding on your door. 

3) Buy only what you need, 
which means don't invest in a reel- 
to-reel recorder if you won't use it 
for “live” recording. 

4) Stick to the well known 
“names” in the hi fi industry, and 
check out the “repairs” facilities 
for the equipment of your choice. 

5) Do not play “the price-game.” 
Sometimes the most expensive 
units turn out to be real lemons! 

6) Be on friendly terms with your 
audio dealer, especially if you 


value his opinion. You might be

health standards for barbe- 
cued, roasted or broiled 
meat, poultry and their by- 
products and mixtures. 

The proposed amendment 
would*require vendors of 
such products to meet a 
microbiological standard for 
the product as sold. They 
would have to prevent the 
growth of dangerous bacteria 
in the meat they sell. This 
can be done by using heated 
cabinets or refrigeration, or 
good sanitary procedures. 

Products would be rec- 
Ognized as meeting the 
standard if they have internal 
temperatures ‘of 60°C 
(140°F) or more or 4.4°C 
(40°F) or less, or are stored 
at these temperatures. Miss 
Begin noted that the pro- 
posal protects public health 
while permitting vendors the 
freedom to choose storage 
procedures which best suit 
their type of product. 

Merchants selling Chinese 
Style barbecued meats have 
been concerned that current 
temperature regulations, 
which require meats to be 
stored at 60°C (140°F) or 
more may change the flavor 
and texture of these tra- 
ditional products.

Albertans holiday 
out of province 


The 1976 Al‘erta travel 
survey, the third in a series 
of studies designed to 
measure changes in the 
volume and nature of tourist 
within the province has been 
released by Bob Dowling, 
minister of Business De- 
velopment and Tourism. 

The minister said that the 
study provides information 
for making policy decisions 
in the travel, tourism and 
recreational areas, as well as 
for the design of effective 
tourism marketing strategies 
and for planning the de- 
velopment and management 
of tourism facilities thr- 
oughout Alberta. 

The study, conducted un- 
der the supervision of the 
Research and Analysis Br- 
anch of Business Develop- 
ment and Tourism for Travel 
Alberta, was undertaken by 
Stevenson and Kellogg Ltd. 
and Canadian Facts Co. Ltd. 
‘It's the data base that 
Travel Alberta uses to 
monitor travel patterns in the 
province by non-residents,” 
said Dowling, commenting

A subsequent study was 
completed in 1971. Due to 
the magnitude of the study 
and the depth of analysis 
conducted the entire report 
could not be released until 
this time. 

More than 18,000 inter- 
views were conducted by 40 
students located at entry 
points to Alberta during the 
period July 1, 1976 to Sept- 
ember 6, 1976. The entry 
points included bus, rail and 
air terminals. 

The eight volume Cordon 
Study obtained information 
on: The general charac- 
teristics of resident and non 
resident travellers travelling 
into and out of Alberta; the 
volume and economic value 
of tourism to the province 
and to the 14 tourist zones in 
Alberta; travel demands of 
residents and visitors and the 
balance of payment for travel 
in and out of Alberta during 
the summer period of 1976, 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE 
SURVEY INCLUDE: 


- Visitors to Alberta be- 
tween July 1 and September 
6, 1976 made 1.8 million trips 
while Alberta residents made 
1.5 million trips out of the 
province; 

- Visitors spent a total of 
$121 million in the province 
while Albertans spent $154 
million outside the province 
leaving Alberta with a net 
balance of payments deficit 
for travel in that period of 
$33 million; 

- More than two-thirds of 
Alberta's residents came 
from other parts of Canada, 
mostly B.C. (28 percent) and 
Saskatchewan (18 percent). 
Canadians from other pro- 
vinces accounted for 29 per- 
cent of the visits and U.S. 
visitors made 26 percent. 
Visitors from outside North 
America accounted for four

Heart attack symptoms 


A rash of heart attacks 
usually accompany each ma 
jor snowfall. Snow shovelling 
could be dangerous if your 
heart is not accustomed to 
working that hard. Shovel 
only a small area at a time, 
then retreat inside for a rest. 
Better still, hire the teenager 
down the street to do your 
shovelling. You will be doing 
your heart a favor and 
helping to boost the econo- 
my as well; 

Symptoms of a_ heart 
attack are pain, profuse 
swelling, shortness of breath, 
shock or unconsciousness 
and giddiness. If a person 
appears to be having a heart 
attack, have someone call for 
immediate medical aid while 
you take care of him. Make 
him as comfortable as pos- 
sible, preferably in a semi- 
reclining position. Loosen 
tight clothing around the 
neck and waist. Keep him 
warm and reassure him, 
since fear of the unknown 
can cause anxiety and more 
damage. 

If he is unconscious or 
having trouble breathing, 
give him artificial respiration 
- immediately. To give 
mouth-to-mouth artificial res- 
piration you must first make 
sure that his airway is 
opened. In order to open it, 
lift the neck and press on the 
person’s forehead so that the 
head is tilted backwards and 
the chin is pointed almost 


vertically upwards, Pinch the 
nostrils and at the same time 
keep pressure on the fore 
head with one hand to keep 
the airway open. Take a 
breath, open your mouth 
wide and place it over the 
person’s mouth, making a 
tight seal. Quickly blow a 
full breath into the person’s 
lungs and watch for the chest 
to rise. If it doesn’t, air is

Canadian 
hockey 
protection 
best 


Canada leads the way in 
hockey face protection,’’ 
according -Dr. Tom Pash- 
by, a Toronto Ophthalmo- 
logist and chairman of the 
Canadian Standards Asso- 
ciation’s (CSA) committee on 
eye protection standards. Dr. 
Pashby recently spoke at the 
first International Ice Hockey 
Doctor's Conference in Pra 
gue, Czechoslovakia where 
he told a group of hockey 
doctors, representing a doz- 
en countries, that blindness 
to amateur hockey players 
has decreased by 75 percent 
because of increasing use of 
face protectors and stricter 
rules on high sticking. Most 
Canadian amateur hockey 
associations have made the 
wearing of face masks man- 
datory and CSA has tested 
and certified several models 
of eye and teeth protectors. 

‘*In Sweden, where the 
wearing of face protectors is 
not compulsory, they have 
had twice as many eye 
injuries per capita as we did 
last year,’' explains Dr. 
Pashby. ‘‘Fifty percent of all 
their injuries were to the 
head and neck and most of 
these could have been pre- 
vented if face protectors had 
been used."’ 

He feels that Sweden and 
Czechoslovakia will be the 
next countries to make the 
wearing of face protectors 
mandatory next season for 
players up to and including 
16 years of age. Dr. Pashby, 
who first became interested 
in hockey eye protection 26 
years ago after a patient, 
Herb Dickenson of the New 
York Rangers, suffered a 
blinding eye injury, says the 
next step in protection is to 
create standards covering 
goaltender’s masks. 

‘**We, in Canada, can 
definitely lead the way in 
developing standards for 
hockey equipment,"’ says Dr. 
Pashby. ‘‘I hope our CSA 
committee’ will be able to 
complete a standard for full 
face protectors that will be 
adequate for goaltenders by 
this summer. Rather than 
writing a new standard, we 
will update the present one 
so that it is suitable for 
goaltenders and covers the 
whole face as well as the eyes 
and teeth.” 

Dr. Pashby would also like 
standardized hockey rules 
and recommends that the 
Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association's (CAHA) high 
sticking rule be adopted 
internationally. He attributes 
the CAHA ‘‘ban on high 
sticking’’ as a major factor in 
reducing eye injuries. A 
worldwide standard is also 
needed for the size of hockey 
stick blades so that they will 
not be able to penetrate the 
masks according to Dr. 
Pashby. 

‘‘We must be careful that 
the equipment, meant to 
protect the players, doesn’t 
become hazardous, For in- 
stance, the Germans had a 
problem with a certain type 
of elbow pads that caused 
two facial fractures. Parents 
should also realize, that 
protective equipment wears 
out and must be replaced. 
Also, this equipment must fit 
properly in order to do the 
job it is supposed to do,"’ 
explains Dr. Pashby.

quires the use of a specially 
designed saddle approved by 
the Cowboys Association. 
The classic rodeo event, 
saddle brone riding usually 
draws cowboys with a lot of 
experience in breaking colts 
or ranch work with salty 
mounts on cold mornings. 
Staying in the saddle re- 
quires more balance than 
brute strength. The rider 
holds on to a soft woven rein 
attached to the halter. The 
spurring motion is different, 
running from the neck to 
back of the saddle, and as in 
bareback riding, the cowboy 
loses points for getting out of 
shape, touching the animal 
with a free hand or bucking 
off before the time limit is 
reached. 

Bull riding is usually the 
last event at rodeos. Many 
consider it the most exciting 
and dangerous of all sports 
events, Consider the odds ... 
one cowboy weighing about 
1S0 pounds against one bull 
weighing sometimes close to 
a ton, The cowboy tries tg 
ride the animal with one 
hand firmly attached to a 
rope around the bull just 
behind his shoulders. 

Bull riding is scored much 
like the other riding events 
except the cowboy does not 
lose points by not spurring. 
Just hanging on to a bull for 
eight seconds is job enough. 
You'll notice that many bulls 
jump, kick and spin all at the 
same time. If a cowboy 
manages to stay pretty much 
in control and he draws a 
good enough bull, he'll win 
money. 

The two timed events in 
rodeo are steer wrestling and 
calf roping. The object in 
both cases is to get the 
fastest time in order to win 
the event. Here the cowboys 
are mounted on fast, well 
trained Quarter horses. Man 
and horse work as a team in 
calf roping, the goal to rope a 
running calf which is then 
tied. The best at this event 
will sometimes perform the 
feat in less than 10 seconds. 

Steer wrestling like bare- 
back riding and bull riding, is 
an event invented strictly for 
rodeo, It has no actual ranch 
background, After all, no 
man in his right mind would 
jump off a perfectly good 
horse, running wide open 
and try to grab a running 
steer by the horns and twist 
him on his side. As with calf 
roping, the horse plays a big 
part in success or failure. 
They're fast Quarter horses, 
well trained and taught to 
stand quietly in the box until 
the steer is released. 

The difference is the horse 
is taught to run up next to the 
steer, enabling the cowboy to 
make his jump, then pass off 
to the left dropping the 
contestant’s feet in front of 
him and slightly angled. 
After that, it's up to the 
cowboy. 

Watch the role the hazer 
plays in steer wrestling. He 
is the man on the other side 
of the steer who tries to keep 
the animal running straight, 
enabling the contestant to 
jump. If the hazer leaves the 
box to soon he can cause the 
Steer to veer off to the left 
and ruin) the cowboy's 
chances to mark a good time. 
In this event you have to pay 
attention as times sometimes 
run better than four seconds 

The luck of the draw plays 
a big role in rodeo events. A 


cowboy doesn't get to pick 
his stock. Some animals are 
easier to ride than others, 
some steers easier to throw 


or calves easier to tie. Aman rodeos to enter, he's his own 
pays his money to enter, and boss.

Part of a continuing series 
on small boat safety by K 
Division, RCMP. 

Should you fall overboard 
could you survive? The time 
to find out what you would do 
is now and not when the 
emergency happens. By 
thinking ahead you will be in 
a better position later to 
survive an immersion into 
water. The first item is a life 
jacket or personal flotation 
device. Always wear your life 
jacket. Should you fall over- 
board on a river, don't try to 
stand in the current, Float 
dawnstream feet first until 
you can make shore. This 
avoids hitting your head on 
rocks or wedging your feet 
between rocks. On a lake 
should you stay with the boat 
or swim to shore? This 
depends on circumstances 
such as water temperature. 
The boat will not. sink, 
however, will it be seen? 
Hypothermia is the import- 
ant factor here. Cold water 
quickly robs the body of heat 
causing death. It is often 
better to keep heavy clothes 
onin cold water to prevent 
heat loss. Should you fall 
overboard with heavy clothes 
do not panic. Even with hip 
waders on you will not sink 
provided you stay calm. Air 
is trapped in clothing which 
gives you buoyancy. Next 
time you are at a lake try this 
in the shallow water and 
practice staying afloat. 

There are no easy answers 
on what to do in every case of 
immersion, it is strongly 
suggested however that you 
plan ahead before you go 
boating. Please contact your 
nearest Red Cross office for

‘Budget estimates were 
discussed at a special meet- 
ing of Bon Accord village 
council held May 30. All 
estimates were tentatively 
approved as presented, An 
additional list of capital items 
was then put before council 
for their consideration.

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goat showmanship

Ethel Samis of Bon Accord 
gave the 4H Goat club 
members of Darwell a 
demonstration on showman- 
ship at Darwell on June 7. 
Darwell has the only 4H Goat 
club in the province. 

Mrs. Samis raises Saanen 
goats on the farm near Bon 
Accord and The Happiness 
Herd is well known for the 
animals that Mrs. Samis 
shows at exhibitions and 
agricultural fairs. 

The club members were 
shown some of the points 
that judges look for in the 
show ring. Appearance of the 
animal accounts for 40 points 
and this includes condition 
and thriftiness, cleanliness of 
the goat, such as neatly 
brushed or clipped hair, 
clean hoofs and legs. The 
horns should be neatly dis- 
budded and the hoofs trim- 
med and shaped to enable 
the animal to walk and stand 
naturally, 

The appearance of the 
exhibitor accounts for 10 
points and the exhibitor 
should be neat and clean. 
Long sleeved white shirt, 
regulation white pants with 
4H tie or cap with white 
shoes is the suggested uni- 
form for the show ring. 

When entering the ring 
the exhibitor should lead the 
animal at a normal walk 
around the show ring in a 
clockwise direction, walking 
on the left side, holding the 
collar of the animal with the 
right hand. Goats should 
lead readily and respond 
quickly. Lead equipment 
should consist of a collar or 
small link chain, properly 
fitted, 

As the judge studies the 
animal, the preferred me- 
thod of leading is to walk 
alongside on the side away 
from the judge. The animal's 
head should be held high 
enough for impressive style, 
attractive carriage and gr- 


aceful walk. 

The club member should 
pose the animal with front 
feet squarely beneath and 
hind feet slightly spread. 
Where possible the exhibitor 
should face the animal up- 
grade with the front feet on a 
slight incline. ‘*Be natural,”’ 
Mrs. Samis pointed out to 
club members, ‘‘overshow- 
ing, undue fussing and man- 
euvering are objectionable."’ 

Mrs. Samis also showed 
the youngsters and their 
leader, Kathy Reynolds, the 
various characteristics that 
must be looked for when 
choosing a kid for the club 
project. 

The goat is often called 
“the poor man's cow,”’ 
because they cost little to 
feed in comparison with a 
cow. Different breeds are 
raised for milk, wool, meat 
and leather products. 

The most popular milk 
breeds are the Toggenburg 
and Saanen from Switzerland 
and the Nubian, from Egypt 
and Ethiopia. 

The Toggenburg is brown 
or chocolate-colored, with a 
light stripe down each side of 
the face. The legs are light 
gray or white. The Saanen is 
pure white, The Nubian is 
black, dark brown, or tan,

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with or without white mark- 
ings. It is larger than the 
Swiss breeds, with shorter, 
finer hair. It has long floppy 
ears, and a_ prominent 
forehead and nose. It is not 
as hardy as the Swiss breeds 
and cannot stand severe 
cold. 

Goats average four to six 
pounds of milk a day for 10 
months of the year. The milk 
differs from cow's milk in the 
smaller size of the fat 
flobules and in the softer 
curd. It is eady to digest and 
many who are allergic to 
cow's milk may be able to 
use goat's milk. The milk is 
also free from tuberculosis 
germs. The cream is natur- 
ally homogenized but it can 
be separated by machine. 

Angora and Cashmere 
goats are the chief wool 
producers although there are 
many different breeds thr- 
oughout the world that are 
raised for their wool. 

The hides of goats are 
used extensively for gloves, 
shoes and other fine leather 
products, 

The 4H Goat Club of 
Darwell are mainly interes- 
ted in raising Gairy animals. 
They were pleased with the 
demonstration put on by 
Mrs. Ethel Samis.

Helmets in the Sun by 
Katrya Hrynevycheva and by 
Roman Fedoriv - a historical 
novel of 12th century during 
wars waged over the Kievan 
throne. 

Two books on travel: one 
by Leonid Tendiuk - a report 
of the author's travels to 
exotic places in the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans, and 
Olena Kysilevs’ka letters to 
her son during her tours of 
areas by the Black Sea. 

Three biographies by M. 
U. Pokhodzilo a study of the 
life and works of H. Kvitka- 
Osnovianenko; a biography 
of the well known Soviet 
baritone Dymtro Hnatiuk by 
1. U. Stanishevs’ky; On Solid 
Land by Ulas Samchuk, a 
fictionalized autobiography 
of the author's life in 
Toronto.

Broadcast nitrogen 
after seeding 


Farmers who were too 
rushed during spring seed- 
ing to apply all the nitrogen 
they wanted can spread it as 
late as three or four weeks 
after seeding and still in- 
crease yields, the head of a 
farm supplies for United 
Grain Growers (UGG) stated 
recently. 

Jim Peever said, ‘Late 
seeding conditions, particu- 
larly in Manitoba, led many 
farmers to press forward 
with seeding and skip on 
fertilizer in order to avoid 
downtime.’ He said last 
fall's wet conditions also led 
to lower nitrogen appli- 
cations before seeding. 

He said by broadcasting 
nitrogen after emergence, 
farmers will help to sustain 
yields hurt by late-season 
seeding and by spring floo- 
ding. 

Peever quoted research 
results from the University of 
Manitoba that ‘‘indicated 22 
to 40 pounds of nitrogen 
applied up to the third week 


in June increased yields. 
Wheat and barley yields rose 
1S bushels with 60 pounds of 
nitrogen in the same trials."’ 

The UGG farm supply 
manager said applying 40 to 
60 pounds of nitrogen also 
tends to increase speed of 
maturity. 

He had a few cautions, 
among which were: 

*Applying nitrogen four 
weeks after seeding wasted 
fertilizer since the yield 
potential for the crop already 
had been permanently da- 
maged. 

*High rates of nitrogen, 
particularly liquid nitrogen, 
may ‘‘burn"’ seedling leaves 
of cereals. 

*Broadleaf crops such as 
sunflower and rapeseed can 
be damaged more easily by 
fertilizer ‘‘burn’’ and fer- 
tilizer should be applied 
when leaves of those crops 
are dry. Don't use liquid 
nitrogen on these crops after 
emergence.
